Yelterday the Duke of Richmond had a long conference 
with the King after the levee and council were over, relating 
to a new propofed model in mufquetry, wherein the weight and 
convenience of a mufquet is far more eligible than any hitherto 
in ufe. 

"The fame day the Duke of Devonfhire, Lord Carlifle, the 
Earl of Jerfey, and feveral others of the nobility, were at 
Court. 

On Thurfday Mr Pitt, the Lord Chancellor, Lord Sydney, 
and the Marquis of Carmarthen, with feveral others of the no- 
bility, dined with the Lord Mayor at his houfe in the city. 

The two Chairmen of the Balt India Company are to at- 
rénd the Cabinet meeting to be held at feven o’clock this even- 
ing, at Mr Pitt’s houfe in Downing-{treet, on particular bu- 
finefs. 

On Monday orders wete difpatched to the government In- 
{pectors at all the out-ports of the kingdom, not to permic any 
perfon, having the habits or appearance of failors, to take {hip- 
ping without producing the proper paflports, which are now 
altered every month, to prevent their being counterfeited. 

The letters by the Swallow Pacquet from Jamaica bring the 
agreeable confirmation of the affairs on the Mafquito Shore 
being now fettled, to the mutual fatisfa@tion of all parties ; and 
that the late hurricane had not been fo fevere at other. parts of 
the Ifland as at King{ton and Port-Royal. 

The treaty which has lately been negociated between T'ane2 
and Holland, js one of the moft fufpicious that has ever been 
copcladed in Europe. The French {tipulate to furnish Hol- 
land 10,000 foot, and 2000 horfe, with a f{tipulated umber 
of menof war. -As there is not any power in Europe except 
England that the Diitch can have a difpare with fo as to want 
mea of war, this is the more worthy fpeculation. What, if 





the Dutch are attacked in Afia, is this to be an excufe for 
France fending thither four fhips of the litte and three frigates ? 
The affront which this treaty bears in the face of it towards 
this country, is too glaring to pafs unnoticed ! : 

If it be true, as it has been faid, that the Americans have 
refufed admiffion to feveral Britith fhips conving to load with 
lumber, we have an inftance of fuch fhort-fighted policy as can- 
not be equalled. Do they fancy that we are to be terrified by 
this bluftering ? or do they imagine that we cannot do without 
their commodiyy Jenger thari they can do without the price 
that we pay for feel ? ‘This is the laft defperate effort in their 
power to perfuadé as to a commercial treaty. 

Gen. ‘T'relawney is appointed to fucceed Gen. Leicefter as 
Licutenant-Colonel of he Coldftream regiment. Gen. Mar- 
tin fucceeds Gen. Trelawney, and Gen. Greenville is to fuc- 
ceed Gen. Martin as Mgjor. 

Lewis Philip, Duke of Orleans, firft Prince of the Blood 
Royal of France, died the 14th inftant, at his caftle of St Af- 
fife, in the 61ft year of his age. He has left 60,000 livres 

er annum to the Marchionefs de Monteffon, his widow. 

The Duke de Chartres was nominated, the 18th inftaot, 
Duke of Orleans, by the King himfelf. 

Yefterday Chriftopher Atkinfon, — the late corn-factor, 
ftood in the pillory; for one hour, in Mark-lane, oppofite the 
Corn-Exchange, purfuant to his fentence in the Court of 
King’s-bench, for wilful and corrupt perjury. He was brought 
on the pillory at twelve o’clock, when he walked round with 
his hat in hand, bowing to the populace. The two Sheriffs, 
Under Sheriffs, City Marthals, Headboroughs of the ‘Tower 
Hamlets, and, upwards-f 500 conftables, attended, in order 
to keep the peace. He was drefled in a light coloured coat 
and waiftcoat, black breches, and boots, his hair dreffed and 
powdered. Labels were ftuck on the pillory, and on the pil- 
lars of the Cornemarket, with thefe words : * Chriftopher At. 
kinfon, Efq; for wilful and corrupt perjury.” A great con- 
courfe of people aflembled on the occafion. 

Yefterday morning died, at his houfe in Buckingham-ftreet, 
Adelphi, Mr Henderfon, of Covent-Garden Theatre. The 
deceafe of this gentleman will doubtlefs be felt as a public Jofs ; 
he was the only performer, fince the death of Mr Garrick, who 
could in -any degree fupply the place of that admirable actor 
in the various charaéters of the immortal Shakefpear. His 
private character was exceedingly amiable ; and his talents, as 
an entertaining companion, are not to be equalled in the pre- 
f:nt period. : 

Mr Henderfon, at four o’clock yefterday morning, thought 
himfelf better, than be-bad been fome days before, and infilted 
on his attendafts, whovhad fat up feveral nights, retiring to 
bed. At nine:the fame morning, on his wife’s going to admi- 
nifter a medicine, he was found lifelefs. He departed in the 
thirty feventh year of his age, and has left an infant daughter 
by his difconfolate widow.

‘The encreafing ftate of the 
French navy, and the condition of that of Great Britain, is 
underftood to be the object that has occafioned them; but the 
greateft degree of filence is obferved on the fubject. 

« The recall of the Lord Lieutenant of [reland:is faid to be 
a meafure determined on, and to have arifen wholly from his 
Grace’s averfion to the bringing forward the [rith propofitions, 
during his adminiftration, erther in their altered {tate or de nove. 

‘¢ Tt is now pofitively refolved to make no alteration in the 
Miniftry before the meeting of Parliament. A certain great 
perfonage moft certainly has fignified it to be his wishes, that 
fome perfons of a certain defcription might be admitted to a 
participation of power, for the purpofe of forming a broad-bot- 
tomed Adminiftration, but it has been over ruled by the jun- 
to. Should the Miniltry want any ftrength upon the opening 
the parliamentary campaign, the Marquis of Buckingham and 
the Marquis of Lanfdoun will be ready to come forward ; but 
on their fervices being wanted they alone wi‘h to come into of- 
fice.

Compensation t2 Mr Forses of Curtopen. 

Yefterday, came on before the Court of Exchequer, a caufe 
of very confiderable importance, wherein Arthur Forbes, Efq; 
of Culloden was plaintiff, and his Majefty defendant. This 
caufe took its rife from an act of Parliament paffed laft year, 
concerning the dittillery laws, whereby the plaintiff’s exemp- 
tion from paying the ufual excife duties for his barony of Fairn- 
toh was declared to be taken away, upon a proper compenfa- 
tion being paid tothe proprietor of thefe lands. ‘This compen- 
fation was, by the ad, left to be determined by the Lords of 
the Treafury, and failing the proprietor and them coming toan 
amicable fettlement before January 1785, that the matter 
fhould be left to the decifion of a fpecial jury chofen from the 
county and city of Edinburgh. No agreement having taken 
place with the Lords of the Treafury, Mr Forbes applied to 
the Court of Exchequer for the other alternative of the act 
being put in force. A mott refpectable jury was accordingly 
chofen for that purpofe.—Mr. Mark Pringle opened the caufe 
for the plaintiff, when he fhortly {tated the nature of the grant 
of exemption given by the Parliament of Scotland in the year 
1690, for the plaintiff’s barony of Fairntofh, confirmed by an 
act in the year 1695, afterwards by another in the 1703, and 
finally by a decifion of the Court of Exchequer in 1713. 

The Hon. Henry Erikine followed Mr ’ringle ; and, with 
his ufual elegance dnd ingenuity, entered yery fully into the 
merits of the caufe. - He {tated the reafons which induced Go- 
vernment to grant to the plafntiff’s anceftor the original grant 
of exemption. It was for the active part he had taken in bring- 
ing about the Revolution, and the loifes he fuffered from the 
depredations of thofe who oppofed the meafure. Mr Erskine 
Jikewife obferved, that the family of Culloden had uniformly 
diftinguifhed themfelves as fteady friends to the prefent govern- 
ment, particularly the late Duncan Forbes, Lord Pretident of 
the Court of Seflion, to whofe eminent fervices, in the 1745, 


. was inva great meafure to be afcribed the fpeedy termination of 


the commotions which then prevailed, and in which caufe he 
expended 20,000 I. of his own fortune, without recciving the 
fmalleft return from Government. Were he therefore pleading 
his caufe before the juryas a matter of favour, thefe contiderations 
might be preffed upon their minds, to influence their liberality 
upon the prefent occafion. But, he did not feel himfelf redu- 
ced to that neceffity. It was not favour he was now contend- 
iug for, it was right ; and he infifted Mr Forbes’s exemption 
from excife over the barony of Fairntofh could be confidered 
inno other light than as a land eftate, which he and his an- 
ceftors had now enjoyed for near a century. In this view, Mr 
Erikine begged Ieave to lay before the Jury, different ftate- 
Ments how matters would turn out in four fuppofed cafes. 
1ft, In the event of Mr Forbes having become diftiller 
himfelf, and produced fpirits from the whole growth of his 
lands, after paying the trifling duty of about 72 |. fterling a- 
year, which is all that is exigible for Fairntofh, Mr Erfkine in- 
fifted, that the proprietor would have drawn the amazing fum 
of 7000 |. a-year and upwards, which, at 25 years purchafe, 
the ordinary rate at which lands fell, would amount to more 
than 157,000.11. .2d, Upon an average of 13 years duty tru- 
ly paid to Culloden, he drew more than 1900]. per annum, 
which, at the fame years purchafe, .would amount to 31,000 |. 
@od upwards 3d, ‘Duty upon the whole growth of the lands, 
a 25 years: purchafe, $8,7261. 4th, UWpea.the duties truly 





paid, at an average of three years, 48,576%, In all thefe 
views, Mr Ertkine included 1g6 |. a-year for the fall of rents 
which would happen in the event of the exemption being taken 
off; and to each he added the improvements that would natu- 
rally refult to the barony, if it was continued, which he eftima- 
ted at 3461. 173. 10d. perlanoum. This, however, as it 
was only eventual, he would only reckon worth five years pur- 
chafe, amounting to. 17341; 198, 2d. Mr Erfkine did not 
mean that the Jury fhould, adopt the: firft view he mentioned. 
He only ftated it to thew what might have been made of the 
exemption in the hands of an actual diQiifler, apd how valuable 
the right was which his. client enjoyed. Mr Erskine {poke 
near an hour and a half; after which, witnefies were examined 
on the feveral articles infifted on by him. 

Mr Solicitor General then opened the caufe in a very able 
manner on the part of the Crown, and contended, that howe- 
ver willing Government was to fhow every favour to a family, 
which he acknowledged had, 6n, all occafions, diftinguifhed 
themfelves for their doyalty; yet he could by no means enter 
into the ideas of his Hon. Friend, with: regard to the com- 
penfation to be granted, which he confidered, in every fhape 
he had been pleafed to ftate it, as in the higheft degree extta- 
vagant. 

Witneffes being afterwards examioed in fupport of Mr So- 
licitor’s arguments, the Lord Advocate fummed up the evi+ 
dence for the Crown, in which he contended, that the origi- 
nal grant of exemption to the family of Culloden was only 
mcant to be a temporary one, in order to compenfate that fa- 
mily for the loffes they had fuftained at the time of the Revo- 
lution ; but from the great numberof years they had been al- 
lowed to enjoy it, they had been fufficiently recompenfed.— 
His Lordfhip, however, did not mean, that the jury fhould al- 
low the plaintiff nothing. He withed'they might be liberal.— 
He thought 10,000]. would be a very tiandfome acknowledg- 
ment; or, he fhould have no objection to tkeir making it 
12,000 |. as he underftood that fum had been offered by the 
Lords of the Treafury, though rejected by Mr Forbes. 


Mr Alexander Wight having fummed up the evidence for 


the plaintif, the Lord Chief Baron then'charged the Jury with 
his ufual candour. He faid he wowld give no opinion as to 
what they fhould allow the ‘plaintif ty way of compenfation ; 
but he could not omit informing them, in‘point of law, that 
Mr Forbes’s original grant of exemption ‘was in every refped 
a good and a folid right, and what could not be taken from 
him without a compenfation of one kind or other, and he 
thought it fhould alfo be a liberal one.’ The Jury inclofed af- 
ter eleven'o’clock at night, andjreturned aiverdié,: finding the 
plaintif entitled to 21,5801. Sterling. . Counfel for the » 
tiff, Meff. Wight, Maclaurin, Buchan Hepbarn, Biair, Hon.
